shocks of the explosions were so se­ 
vere that all ihe nui dings near the 
demolished plant were 
bad > 
dam 
aged, 
windows 
w< re 
shattered tor 
blocks, and per.-ons walking in tie* 
stre'-ts \\ re thrown from * ieir feet. 
Overpre.-' m- on tanks containing gas 
is believed to have caused tie acci­ 
dent. 
The dead are Ralph Wells, sup* riu- 
tendent for Cue Pyle National F e r ­ 
in e Headl ght company; Amos W at­ 
kins, assistant superintendent for the 
same company; Georg. Muehl. drafts­ 
man, employed by the Peoples Gas, 
Light 
and 
Coke company; Thomas 
Jennings, employed by the Pyle Na­ 
tional Electric Headlight company. 
The fatally injured are William M. 
Maloney, blown from the third floor 
of building; 
body 
crushed; 
Alfred 
Cox, Internally injured. 
Many persons who were walking in 
the street near the plant were hurt 
by flying pieces of debris and were 
taken to their homes in carriages be­ 
fore their names couid be learned. 
All of the dead were buried u n # r 
tons of burning timber and hot brick 
and iron, making it impossible to re­ 
move their bodies for hours after the 
accident occurred. 
Firemen poured 
water on the portion of the building 
in which the dead were thought to be 
buried until the flames were subdued 
sufficiently to permit of the four dead 
bodies being removed from the debris. 
The Pyle National Electric Head- 
Tight company is largely engaged in 
supplying 
illumination 
for 
railroad 
coaches. 
Thl3 illumlnant is forced 
Into small retorts, which, when at­ 
tached under the floor of a car, will 
supply it with light for months. 
In 
order to make this possible the re­ 
torts are subjected to an extremely 
high pressure. 
It was such a tank 
that caused the first explosion. With­ 
out warning of any kind 
it 
burst, j 
Amid the debris workmen were blown | 
out of the structure far into the street 
about the building. 
Before anyone 
realized what had happened, retort 
after retort exploded in such rapid ; 
succession that it was almost Impos­ 
sible to distinguish the detonations. I 
There were nine smeh explosions in I 
all. which left the plant in flames. ! 
Hard fighting on the part of fully 100 
firemen finally subdued the flames. I 
The monetary loss is estimated at 
175.000.

Foreign trade is exceeding the moat 
sanguine 
expectations. 
Official

turns for October make the value of 
exports $162,570,393, exceeding every 
month on record, with the exception 
of October, 1900, which reported only 
$800,000 larger exports. 
From the highest forms of machin­ 
ery and other finished steel products 
down to scrap and pig iron there is 
evidence of a better demand and an 
upward tendency In quotations. 
Re­ 
stricted supplies of coke have some 
influence, hut 
more permanent ami 
wholesome factors predominate. 
If

price» la resisted, there Is every rea­ 
son to anticipate a satisfactory year's 
business in this industry during 1905, 
but, recovery will be slower if con­ 
sumption is discouraged by prohibi­ 
tive quotations. 
As the packer hide market is closely 
cleaned up and many varieties gold 
for distant delivery, there is a ten­ 
dency towards highor prices, despite 
the lessened activity.
